As long as mankind continues man, that long will th 
be a soft spot in the heart for little children, and just that 
long will a little poem like the following have an appeal: 
Little Boy Blue. 
The little toy-dog is covered with dust, 
But sturdy and staunch he stands; 
And the little toy-soldier is red with rust, 
And the musket molds in his hands; 
Time was when the little toy-dog was new. 
And the soldier was passing fair; 
And that was the time when our Little Boy Blue
